NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 29.79 RCW
to read as foll ows:

A person who provi des conpensation, pay, or other consideration to
anot her person to circulate, solicit, or procure signatures on an
initiative or referendumpetition shall keep records of the person who
procured the signatures for consideration on each separate petition.
Space nust be provided on each petition to nunber the petition to
assi st in tracking the signature gatherers. These records nust be kept
current and nust be submtted to the secretary of state when the
petitions are fil ed.

Sec. 5. RCW?29.79.490 and 1993 ¢ 256 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

Every person ((shall—be)) is guilty of a gross m sdenmeanor who:

(1) For any consideration or gratuity or prom se thereof, signs or
declines to sign any initiative or referendum petition; or

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(2) Provides or receives consideration for soliciting or procuring
signatures on an initiative or referendumpetition if any part of the
consideration is based upon the nunber of signatures solicited or
procured, or offers to provide or agrees to receive such consideration
any of which is based on the nunber of signatures solicited or
procured; or

(3) Gves or offers any consideration or gratuity to any person to
i nduce himor her to sign or not to sign or to vote for or agai nst any
initiative or referendum neasure; or

(4) Interferes with or attenpts to interfere wwth the right of any
voter to sign or not to sign an initiative or referendum petition or
with the right to vote for or against an initiative or referendum
measure by threats, intimdation, or any other corrupt neans or
practice; or

(5) Receives, handles, distributes, pays out, or gives away,
directly or indirectly, noney or any other thing of value contributed
by or received fromany person, firm association, or corporation whose
resi dence or principal office is, or the majority of whose nmenbers or
st ockhol ders have their residence outside, the state of Washi ngton, for
any service rendered for the purpose of aiding in procuring signatures
upon any initiative or referendumpetition or for the purpose of aiding
in the adoption or rejection of any initiative or referendum neasure:
PROVI DED, That this subsection shall not apply to or prohibit any
activity which is properly reported in accordance with the applicable
provi sions of chapter 42.17 RCW_or

(6) Crculates, solicits, or procures, or attenpts to procure
signatures upon aninitiative or referendumpetition that fails to neet
the requirenments of RCW?29.79.080, 29.79.090, 29.79.100, or 29.79.110,
including, where applicable, the requirenents that: (a) The statenent
be included indicating that signature gatherers are being paid or
ot herwi se receiving consideration to gather signatures; and (b) the
nane of the group, organization, or person paying for signature
gat hering be inserted.

A gross m sdenmeanor under this section is punishable to the sane
extent as a gross m sdeneanor that is punishable under RCW 9A 20. 021.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 6. If any provision of this act or its
application to any person or circunstance is held invalid, the
